Baccalaureate Sermon 


Last Sunday 


The Baccalaureate 
sermon, 'was 


preached before the high school grad- 
uiting class . last Sunday evening 
at "the Episcopal church, by Rev. 
Father Johnson. 


"The Power of God" was his prin- 


cipal theme. In developing his topic 
he brought out the fact that 
we 


can hot deny the power of god in the 
Iworld. The wonderful story 
of the 


formation of the earth, as revealed 
by the geologists, is not complete 
without bringing in the tand 
ol 


god to explain the 
power 
which 


seeems to have guided It. 


We cannot explain even a structure 


as simple as a blade of grass with- 
out bringing in god. 


The science students 
wonder at 


the power of the microscope 
which 


reveals things they can not see with 
the eye and marvel at what they see 
with >lt but they do not fully appre- 
ciate what they are doing 
unless 


they understand the structure and 
power of the eye which uses thdh mi- 
croscope. 


In the same way we do not fully 


understand nature nor history unless 
we see back of both, the power 
of 


god guiding.their workings. 


In Illustrating this he used the ex- 


ample ot a model engine which is 
perfeect in construction. It la use- 
less and meaningless as ft stands In 
its glass case' until a coin 
which 


supplies the_power Is dropped Into 
the slot. 
Then the engine 
begins 


to move with perfect harmony In all 
Its parts. In much the same way ev- 
err thing Jhat Is moving and living 
In the universe Is endowed with a 
power from on high. 
- 


In conclusion, he likened society to 


.•a great factory In which there are 
• many machines, each doing its sep- 


' araie work. Some are large and con 
spicuous and the work they do Is 
readily seen. Others are smalj and 
seemingly unimportant. Among the 
small ones, the governor-balls of the 
engine are apparently the most use- 
less. They simply whirl, y«t 
by 


their motion control.and regulate the 
speed of movement of alj of the ma- 
' chines. Without'them to control the 
rest, 
the powerful 
machine could 


note do Its work and might even be 
shattered if these balls, even 
for a 


little time failed to do their work 


In society some peopli'are . like 


the large machine, doing great things, 
but many are Inconspicuous. 
The 


latter may, however be Just as im- 
portant In keeping the greater ones 
going as the governor balls of 
the 


engine. Each must therefore do his 
part as" he finds It In the world, as it 
may be very important In the organ- 
ization of soci€ty, although apparent- 
ly almost useless.
